A compleie dempnology was thusconstructed. This 
superstition has made readers for Tourgee and en- 
riched republican journals with volumes of plad- 
tudes, inaccuracies and absurdities. It has made 
Mahone appeara hero when viewed from Jdiassa- 
chusetts, and clothed the carpet-baggers with mar 
tyrdom. If the exposition at Atlanta has caused 
many of the victims of this superstition to be en- 
lightened and te acknowledge with surprise that 
Georgia is aiter allan integral part of the United 
States, not essentially different, except in the col- 
loguialisms of her people and in the fashion of be: 
ox-yokes, from Massachusetts, then it deserves 
something of the praise expressed yesterday in ihe 
unfailing rhetoric of the region.
